More  than  half  of  the  South  Korean  population  are  now  rendered  homeless  or 
live  in  the  places  which  can  hardly  be  called  houses.  The  sick  people  are 
dying  a  tragic  death,  unable  to  buy  even  a  dose  of  medicine. 

The  children  of  the  toiling  masses  cannot  go  to  school  for  want  of  money  no 
matter  how  ardently  they  wish  to  study,  so  schoolage  children  cannot  but  shine 
shoes  or  peddle  chewing  gums  or  cigarettes. 

The  right  to  existence,  the  most  elementary  right  to  be  possessed  by  people 
to  lead  an  Independent  and  creative  life  is  now  denied  so  totally.  This 
absence  of  right  can  be  seen  only  in  South  Korea  which  is  now  under  the  occu¬ 
pation  of  the  foreign  aggression  forces  and  where  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet 
clique  run  roughshod. 

As  facts  prove,  the  South  Korean  people’s  total  absence  of  political  rights 
and  right  to  existence  are  an  outcome  of  the  U.S.  imperialists'  colonial 
rule  and  the  Pak  Chong-hui  puppet  clique’s  anti-popular  rule  and  tyranny.

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PYONGYANG  ON  U.S.  PLANS  TO  TRANSFER  ARMS  TO  ROK

[Text]  Despite  the  resolute  denunciation  of  the  Korean  people  and  the 
world's  peace-loving  peoples,  the  U.S.  imperialists  are  frantically  running 
amok  to  transfer  greater  quantities  of  military  equipment  to  the  Pak 
Chong-hui  puppet  clique,  while  accelerating  preparations  in  South  Korea 
for  provoking  a  new  war. 

This  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  the  U.S.  Administration  and  Congress  have 
recently  been  taking  criminal  measures  for  the  transfer  of  various  types 
of  military  equipment  to  the  South  Korean  puppets. 

According  to  a  report,  the  U.S.  Congress  has  approved  the  six  plans  for 
arms  sales  to  the  South  Korean  puppets  submitted  by  the  U.S.  Defense 
Department  last  October. 

With  this  approval,  the  United  States  has  decided  to  transfer  50  helicopters, 
phantom  fighter-bombers,  several  score  military  aircraft,  several  hundred 
Sparrow  air-to-air  missiles  and  M88-A1  tracked  vehicles  to  the  South  Korean 
puppet  clique. 

The  United  States  is  also  perpetrating  the  criminal  act  of  transferring 
large  quantities  of  ammunition  to  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  in  an 
attempt  to  abet  it  in  a  new  war.  As  part  of  this  criminal  act,  the  U.S. 
imperialists  are  staging  the  racket  of  transporting  to  South  Korea 
approximately  9,500  tons  of  ammunition  stored  in  the  ammunition  depot  on 
Okinawa,  Japan,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  headquarters  of  the  U.S. 
forces  in  Japan.  The  racket  of  supplying  ammunition  to  the  South  Korean 
puppets  was  exposed  by  a  report  made  public  last  June  at  the  Asian  and 
Pacific  Affairs  Subcommittee  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  Inter¬ 
national  Relations  Committee.  This  report  indicated  that  the  United  States 
was  taking  measures  to  transfer  large  quantities  of  U.S.  military  ammunition 
stored  in  Japan,  South  Korea  and  the  continental  United  States  to  the 
South  Korean  army  for  use  in  case  of  a  future  war  on  the  Korean  peninsula. 
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The  U.S.  imperialists  have  not  only  given  approval  to  a  package  of  bills 
for  military  arms  sales  to  the  South  Korean  puppets  that  were  submitted  to 
the  Congress ,  hut  are  also  continually  devising .new  hills , for  transferring 
greater  quantities  of  arms  to  the  puppets,  in  order  to  submit  them  to  the 
Congress  for  deliberation. 

According  to  a  report,  the  U.S.  Administration  is  considering  transferring 
military  arms  valued  at  $275  million  to  the  South  Korean  puppets  in  fiscal 
1978.  This  constitutes  more  than  40  percent  of  the  foreign  arms  sales 
credits  which  the  U.S.  Administration  has  included  in  its  foreign  military 
aid  bill  for  fiscal  1978. 


The  U.S.  Administration  has  also  recently  perpetrated  the  criminal  act  of 
fabricating  a  bill  for  transferring  military  equipment  to  the  South  Korean 
puppet  clique  and  submitting  it  to  the  Congress.  This  bill  includes  plans 
for  transferring  tanks,  anti-tank  missiles,  helicopters,  armored  personnel 
carriers,  artillery  pieces,  radar  and  ammunition  worth  several  billion 
dollars  to  the  South  Korean  puppets  over  a  4-  to  5-year  period. 

Jingoist  Vessey,  the  commander  of  the  U.S.  forces  occupying  South  Korea, 
recently  clamored  in  an  interview  with  a  NEW  YORK  TIMES  reporter  that  the 
United  States  should  provide  more  anti-tank  weapons,  artillery  pieces, 
helicopters  and  anti-aircraft  weapons  to  South  Korean  puppet  army.

automotion  and  automation  of  this  industry,  to  increase  production  of  coal 
and  other  mineral  ores,  to  give  priority  to  the  extractive  industry  over 
drudgery industry  and  to  free  workers  in  this  industrial  sector  from 

To  support  the  extractive  industry — the  supplier  of  materials  and  fuel— is 
one  of  important  tasks  in  promoting  all  sectors  of  the  people's  economy  and 
developing  the  overall  national  economy.  To  further  promote  support  for  the 
industry  in  other  economic  sectors  is  an  urgent  issue,  especially 
the  successful  implementation  of  the  Immense  projects  of  the  new  Seven- 
Year  Plan.  No  matter  how  many  highly  efficient  machines  we  may  possess  and 
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how  many  modern  plants  and  factories  we  may  Build  during  the  Seven-Year 
Plan  period,  the  heights  we  hope  to  occupy  during  this  period  cannot  be  scaled, 
nor  can  the  people's  standard  of  living  be  raised  if  the  extractive  industry — 
the  initial  production  process — fails  to  supply  material  and  fuel  at  the 
right  time. 

Therefore,  to  guarantee  the  production  and  supply  of  drilling  facilities  and 
necessary  materials  at  the  right  time  for  the  extractive  industry  is  one 
of  the  most  important  tasks  assigned  to  related  economic  sectors.  Func¬ 
tionaries  and  workers  in  these  sectors,  including  the  machine  Industry, 
should  be  more  bold  and  active  in  the  production  and  supply  of  large 
vehicles,  drills,  bulldozers,  hoists,  grinders,  compressors,  loaders  and 
electric  cars  and  should  work  toward  making  them  larger  in  size,  more 
modern  and  faster.  In  particular,  the  provinces  and  counties  which  have 
mining  committees  and  collieries  and  mines  are  urged  to  provide  rock 
drills  and  necessary  tools  in  a  short  period  of  time.  At  the  same  time, 
the  economic  sectors  concerned  are  asked  to  guarantee  the  production  and 
supply  of  machine  tools,  standard  steel  materials,  pipes,  rails,  iron  bars, 
motors,  cement,  wood,  dynamite,  conveyor  belts  and  rubber  hoses. 

Today,  we  have  all  the  conditions  and  possibilities  for  successfully  carrying 
out  the  tasks.  Success  or  failure  in  these  tasks  depends  on  what  positions 
and  attitudes  the  functionaries  and  workers  engaged  in  supporting  the 
extractive  industry  assume,  and  how  they  are  mobilized  for  support  work.

[Text]  The  200-day  transportation  revolution  struggle  which  was  vigorously 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  decision  adopted  at  the  13th  Plenum  of 
the  5th  Party  Central  Committee,  has  been  completed.  This  struggle, 
started  in  May  this  year  with  support  from  the  entire  party,  country  and 
people,  was  a  magnificent  battle  which  marked  an  epochal  turning  point  in 
strained  transportation  problems  in  a  revolutionary  manner.  It 
was  a  grand  mass  movement  to  make  a  breakthrough  in  more  correctly  imple¬ 
menting  key  tasks  of  the  year  of  readjustment  and  in  scoring  a  new  produc¬ 
tion  upsurge  on  all  fronts  of  socialist  construction. 

Our  wise  and  courageous  transportation  workers  and  workers  of  the  various 
people's  economic  sectors  have  attained  proud  achievements  and  performed 
great  exploits  in  the  struggle  to  implement  the  unitary  revolutionary 
transportation  policy  set  forth  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song. 

The  greatest  achievement  of  the  200-day  transportation  revolution  struggle 
was  the  marking  of  a  new  turning  point  in  displaying  the  superiority  of  a 
concentrated  transportation  system  and  the  further  consolidation  of  the 
material  and  technical  foundation  of  the  railway  transport  sector — an 
advance  guard  of  the  people's  economic  sectors.

A  mass  movement  was  carried  out  to  build  spurs  at  many 
plants  and  enterprises  and  extend  tracks  at  railway  stations  where 
concentrated  transportation  trains  passed.  Thus  bulk  cargo,  including  coal 
and  minerals,  was  transported  in  a  timely  manner  to  plants  and  enterprises, 
freight  car  turn-around  time  was  greatly  reduced  and  railway  capacity 
remarkably  increased.  A  drastic  increase  in  the  production  of  60-ton 
freight  cars,  completion  of  the  elefctrification  of  the  railway  between 
Tanchon  and  Kumdok,  the  modernization  of  railway  facilities  such  as  Pyongyang 
Railway  Station,  and  the  expansion  of  radio  communication— which  guaranteed 
the  continuity  and  accuracy  of  the  transportation  control  system — where 
proud  achievements  in  consolidating  the  material  and  technical  foundation 
of  the  railway  transportation  sector  during  the  period. 

Great  progress  was  made  in  Implementing  the  policies  for  containerized 
and  combined  transportation  and  for  concentrated  transportation  as  well. 

With  the  production  of  many  large  and  small  containers  and  the  construction 
of  Intermediary  warehouses  everywhere,  including  fertilizer  and  cement 
warehouses,  for  storage  of  containers,  ways  were  opened  for  further  giving 
priority  to  the  mechanization  of  loading  and  unloading  work  processes  and 
for  preventing  materiel  loss  during  transportation. 


With  the  further  consolidation  of  combined  transportation— railway,  vehicle 
and  marine— and  with  the  rapid  Increase  in  production  of  trailers  ever3where, 
vehicle  transportation  capacity  was  greatly  Increased.

attained  during  the  200-day  transportation  revolution  struggle  period.
